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Report  of  School  Superintendent. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  schools, 
in  the  town  of  Newfane  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted  : 

Seven  schools  of  three  terms  each,  and  ten  weeks  in 
each  term  have  been  maintained  during  the  year. 

As  has  been  done  formerly,  the  Directors  consol- 
idated some  of  the  smaller  schools.  Pupils  from  No.  10 
were  sent  to  No.  1,  Brookside ;  the  schools  in  No.  9,  No. 
7  and  No.  4  were  united  throughout  the  }^ear,  and  the 
school  thus  formed,  held  in  No.  4  was  one  of  the  best  in 
town. 

No  radical  changes  in  the  management  have  been  at- 
tempted ;  but  in  all  schools  good  classification  has  been 
deemed  among  the  things  of  primary  importance,  and  in 
some  instances,  a  member  of  the  School  Board  has  been 
present,  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  to  aid  in  classify- 
ing, and  in  securing  a  smaller  number  of  recitations. 

Twelve  different  teachers  have  been  employed,  eight 
of  whom  were  residents  of  the  town,  and  six  of  whom 
taught  the  schools  in  No.  3  and  No.  5.  Bat  one  permit 
has  been  granted,  and  the  one  thus  accommodated,  taught 
a  ffood  school.  Most  of  our  teachers  have  done  credit- 
able  work. 

One  would  like  to  see,  in  some  instances  a  more  pro- 
gressive spirit  manifested,  on  their  part ;  it  is  true  that 
experienced  teachers  arrange  themselves  into  two  classes, 
those  who  improve  from  term  to  term,  and  those  who  fol- 
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low  a  beat.  More  educational  journals  should  be  read, 
good  schools  should  be  visited,  and  every  opportunity  to 
keep  in  touch  with  the  best  methods  should  be  improved. 

The  teachers  have  always  been  cordial,  and  ready  to 
receive  and  act  upon  any  suggestions  offered,  and  the 
pupils  generally,  courteous  and  orderly.  While  individ- 
ual cases  of  disorder  and  insubordination  might  be  cited, 
nowhere  has  such  a  spirit  prevailed  as  in  the  school  in 
No.  3.  The  courage  and  strength  of  teachers  there  has 
been  severely  tested,  but  each  succeeding  term  has  found 
the  teachers  employed  more  nearly  equal  to  the  situation, 
and  advancement  along  the  lines  of  school  work  and  con- 
duct has  been  made. 

On  the  evening  of  April  30  Mr.  Cooley,  a  teacher 
of  writing,  and  an  institute  worker,  sent  out  by  the  firm 
Silver,  Burdett  &  Co.,  Boston,  gave  a  talk  at  Newfane,  on 
the  methods  of  teaching  vertical  writing.  A  general  invita- 
tion was  extended  to  the  teachers  of  this  and  adjoining 
towns,  but  only  a  small  number  were  present,  though  the 
occasion  was  worthy  of  their  notice,  and  the  talk  was 
most  interesting  and  beneficial. 

During  the  fall  term  written  tests  were  required  of 
all  schools  in  town,  and  the  papers  were  passed  over  to 
the  School  Board  for  examination.  The  attainment  shown 
by  these  papers  was  most  gratifying.  Subsequent  papers 
inspected  by  the  Superintendent  were  found  to  be  still 
better  in  general  neatness,  form  and  accuracy  of  work. 

Supplies  of  all  kinds  have  been  furnished  by  the 
Directors,  and  these  have  been  distributed  as  required. 
Great  expense  has  been  incurred  by  the  town,  in  the 
change  of  text  books,  but  the  selections  made  have  been 
those  of  standard  books  of  recognized  merit  for  our  com- 
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mon  schools.  The  change  has  included  arithmetics,  spel- 
lers, readers,  advanced  geographies,  and  writing  books. 
To  aid  in  the  preservation  of  these  books,  the  town  has 
also  provided  book-covers. 

With  one  exception,  repairs  on  school  buildings 
have  been  slight  and  inexpensive.  The  school-house  in 
No.  4  has  been  shingled,  and  much  more  needs  to  be  done, 
if  this  building  be  made  as  comfortable  in  winter  as  the 
other  school  buildings  in  use  the  present  year. 

No  one  thing  will  remedy  all  the  ills  of  our  schools  ; 
but  if  only  progressive  teachers  of  definite  aim  and  pur- 
pose were  employed,  if  parents  would  co-operate  with 
the  teachers,  so  far  at  least,  as  to  see  that  children  were 
punctual  and  regular  in  attendance,  and  could  better  super- 
vision be  provided,  we  should  see  a  marvelous  change 
for  the  better. 

Is  it  practicable  for  the  towns  of  the  county  to  unite 
into  groups,  such  as  would  employ  the  full  time  of  a  com- 
petent Superintendent  ?

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Report  of  School  Superintendent. 

In  compliance  with  Sec.  620  of  Chap.  34  of  the 
general  Laws  of  Vermont,  the  annual  report  of  the  Su- 
perintendent of  schools  is  herewith  respectfully  sub- 
mitted. 

Seven  schools  of  thirty  weeks  each  have  been 
maintained.  Two  of  these  have  been  union  schools, 
Nos.  10  and  1  uniting  in  No.  1,  and  Nos.  7,  9  and  4  in 
No.  4.  The  terms  have  been  of  the  uniform  lenoth  of 
ten  weeks.  During  the  winter  term  there  was  a  holiday 
vacation  of  one  week  which  was  generally  welcomed. 

Eleven  different  teachers,  six  being  residents  of  the 
town,  have  been  employed.  All  are  energetic,  active 
teachers,  regularly  certificated.  No  permits  have  been 
applied  for. 

Two  teachers'  meetings  have  been  held,  one  at  South 
Newfane,  Thursday  afternoon,  May  16th,  the  other  at 
Newfane,  Friday  afternoon,  Nov.  1st.  School  Directors 
were  present  at  both  meetings  to  address  the  teachers,  or 
to  advise  and  consult  with  them.  The  local  teachers 
conducted  class  exercises  for  observation.  Work  done 
by  pupils  of  the  various  schools  was  exhibited.  Practi- 
cal questions,  methods  and  plans  were  discussed.  These 
meetings  are  helpful  and  tend  to  unify  the  school  work. 

A  successful  educational  meeting  was  also  held  at 
Newfane,  Feb.  14,  with  Hon.  Walter  E.  Ranger,  state 
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Superintendent  of  education  present  to  address  the  teach- 
ers informally  in  the  afternoon  and  to  lecture  in  the  eve- 
ning to  the  general  public. 

Sept.  19th,  the  teachers  and  many  of  the  pupils  met 
at  Williams ville  to  attend,  in  a  body,  the  memorial  exer- 
cises for  President  McKinley. 

All  books  and  supplies  have  been  held  by  the  Super- 
intendent for  distribution.  A  large  book  case,  at  small 
expense,  has  been  provided  by  the  school  Board  for  the 
storage  of  books  when  not  in  use.  This  plan  is  econom- 
ical as  well  as  convenient.  No  unnecessary  books  need 
be  purchased,  and  all  that  are  available  for  use  are  ready 
to  be  sent  at  once  to  any  school  in  need  of  them.  Printed 
town  labels  have  been  provided  and  pasted  into  all  text 
books.  A  portion  of  the  language  books  which  have 
seen  long  service  have  been  exchanged  for  new  ones. 

Two  good  maps  have  been  purchased  and  more  are 
needed. 

The  older  pupils  were  found  to  be  well  supplied  with 
text-books  and  materials  for  £ood  work.  Two  small  sets 
of  standard  supplementary  readers  have  been  supplied 
for  the  lower  grades.  These  have  been  passed  from  one 
class  to  another,  as  required.  Gratifying  results  have 
attended  their  use. 

Reading  is  necessarily  the  basis  of  our  school  work. 
The  poor  reader,  in  whatever  grade,  is  at  a  disadvantage 
in  all  his  studies,  while  he  who  reads  understandingly, 
finds  at  his  command  a  multitude  of  helps  which  other- 
wise would  be  useless.  With  modern  methods  of  teach- 
ing, the  little  child  learns  to  read  with  good  expression 
whatever  he  can  read  at  all.  If  these  methods  are  con- 
tinued and  the  best  possible  use  is  made  of  the  supple- 
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mentary  reading  now  provided,  the  number  of  good 
readers  in  our  schools  will  constantly  increase  and  more 
'rapid  progress  will  be  made  in  other  studies. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  several  cases  of  truancy 
have  occurred.  No  case  reported,  so  far  as  I  know,  has 
been  caused  by  unwillingness  of  the  child  to  attend 
school,  but  by  the  neglect  or  indifference  of  those  in  con- 
trol. The  law  makes  it  obligatory  upon  the  teacher  to 
report  cases  of  truancy  to  the  proper  authorities.  Anv 
neglect  of  this  unpleasant  duty  works  an  injustice  to  the 
tax  payers  who  provide  good  schools  to  the  pupils  who 
attend  regularly,  but  most  of  all  to  the  child  who  is  thus 
deprived  of  opportunities  for  education  which  can  never 
return  to  him.  In  this  connection  it  is  a  pleasure  to  state 
that  increased  interest  in  punctuality  has  been  manifested 
by  many  pupils  and  patrons  who  realize  that  only  those 
who  attend  regularly  receive  the  greatest  benefit  from  the 
schools.  Over  thirty  certificates  for  perfect  attendance 
were  issued  at  the  close  of  both  spring  and  fall  terms. 
Many  other  pupils  lacked  only  one  or  two  days  of  receiv- 
ing them.  In  spite  of  much  sickness  and  several  very 
bad  days,  twenty-eight  received  these  certificates  for  the 
winter  term. 

Continued  effort  has  been  made  to  secure  the  best 
possible  classification  and  grading  of  the  schools,  while 
keeping  in  mind  the  needs  of  the  individual  child.  The 
Williamsville  school  has  had  the  largest  number  of  pupils 
of  any  in  town.  In  order  to  place  it  upon  an  equal  basis 
with  other  schools  the  Superintendent  recommended  that 
a  resident  teacher  be  employed  to  take  charge  of.  two  or 
three  recitations  each  day.  The  way  to  do  this  did  not 
seem  clear.    A  volunteer  teacher  has  assisted  during  the 
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winter  term,  thus  furnishing  needed  relief  without  added 
expense. 

In  order  to  make  the  school  work  continuous,  the 
teachers  have  made  out  lists  of  necessary  supplies  and 
have  assigned  lessons  to  all  classes  at  the  end  of  each 
term,  thus  leaving  the  schools  organized  and  ready  for 
regular  work  on  the  first  day  of  the  following  term,  with 
supplies  distributed  and  at  hand  for  immediate  use. 

In  the  death  of  our  Senior  School  Director,  Rev.  F. 
S.  Bickford,  the  educational  interests  of  the  town  have 
suffered  a  serious  loss. 

The  close  of  the  year  finds  the  teachers  doing  suc- 
cessful work  in  their  respective  schools.  They  should  be 
commended  for  their  faithfulness  and  for  readiness  to 
carry  into  effect  any  suggestion  which  promised  good  to 
the  work.  A  good  degree  of  interest  and  earnestness  is 
manifested  by  the  pupils  who  have  shown  advancement 
by  their  written  tests  and  class  exercises.  The  advan- 
tages of  retaining  satisfactory  teachers  are  well  under- 
stood. When  changes  become  necessary  the  patrons  of 
the  schools  should  demand  that  other  experienced  or 
trained  teachers  be  emploj^ed  to  fill  their  places.  We 
should  encourage  our  young  people  who  desire  to  teach, 
to  prepare  themselves  for  the  work  and  then  give  them  a 
trial. 

Many  other  items  might  justly  receive  attention,  but 
space  forbids.

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Report  of  School  Superintendent 


The  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the  town  of  New- 
fane  in  compliance  with  Sec.  620  of  Chap.  33  of  the  Ver- 
mont Statutes,  herewith  respectfully  submits  the  annual 
report. 

Seven  schools  of  thirty  weeks  each  have  been  main- 
tained. Two  of  these  schools,  the  same  as  last  year, 
have  been  union  schools.  The  school  year  has  been  di- 
vided into  three  terms  of  ten  weeks  each.  To  afford 
time  for  painting  and  repairs  on  the  buildings,  however, 
the  fall  term  of  District  No.  4  and  of  Newfane  school  was 
shortened  one  week.  The  teacher  for  the  fall  term  at 
South  Newfane  desiring  release  to  accept  a  position  in 
another  state,  that  term  in  this  school  was  also  shortened 
one  week.  To  supply  this  shortage  the  winter  term  in 
each  of  these  schools  has  been  lengthened  one  week. 

Eleven  different  teachers,  all  holding  regular  certifi- 
cates, have  been  employed  during  the  year.  No  applica- 
tion for  permit  has  been  made. 

Not  many  new  books  have  been  required.  The  su- 
perintendent, after  consulting  the  directors,  has  however, 
ordered  eighteen  Frye's  Grammar  School  Geographies,  a 
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i  work  offering  some  improvements  over  the  Frye's  Com- 
plete Geography,  and  one  dozen  copies  of  Mother  Tongue 
No  II.  More  of  these  books  might  now  be  profitably  in- 
troduced. 

The  vertical  system  of  writing  is  in  vogue  in  the 
schools.  Some,  if  not  all,  of  the  teachers  find  that 
among  the  smaller  scholars  better  results  are  obtained  by 
this  method  than  were  possible  under  the  old  slant  meth- 
od. This  method,  however,  is  being  discarded  in  the 
public  schools  in  several  states.  It  gives  rather  too  little 
individuality  in  hand,  and  business  men  find  it  too  slow. 
The  superintendent  would  recommend  the  introduction 
of  the  medial  system.  This  system  in  good  measure 
promises  to  relieve  the  disadvantage  of  both  the  vertical 
and  the  slant. 

Our  teachers  all  labor  under  considerable  disadvant- 
age. In  all  our  schools  the  number  of  classes  is  neces- 
sarily too  great.  In  one  or  two  of  the  larger  schools  the 
embarrassment  arising  from  this  cause  is  considerable. 
There  is  imperative  need  of  one  good  graded  school  in 
the  town  where  pupils  can  pursue  more  advanced  studies 
than  it  is  possible  to  give  in  the  present  ungraded 
schools.  This  would  not  only  save  our  more  advanced 
scholars  to  the  town  for  two  or  three  years  longer,  but 
it  would  also  discourage  others  who  drop  out  of  school 
altogether  at  an  early  age  and  with  an  entirely  inadequate 
foundation  in  knowledge  to  continue  their  studies  for  a 
few  years.  Such  a  result  would  be  of  great  importance 
to  the  intelligent  good  citizenship  of  the  town,  and  would 
tend  also  to  the  maintenance  or  even  growth  of  the  pop- 
ulation.   Every  effort  and  expense  for  the  wise  improve- 
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ment  of  our  school  system  is  in  promotion  of  the  growth 
and  prosperity  of  the  town.  Retrenchment  means  de- 
preciated property  and  stagnation  of  life. 

The  superintendent  invites  a  more  earnest  interest 
on  the  part  of  the  parents  and  guardians  in  the  work  of 
the  school.  In  some  of  the  schools  the  attendance  has 
been  deplorably  irregular.  Sickness  and  other  necessary 
detentions  may  account  for  part  of  this,  but  these  causes 
are  not  sufficient  to  account  for  all.  A  mere  unwilling- 
ness on  the  part  of  a  scholar  to  attend  school  should 
never  be  considered  a  sufficient  reason  for  keeping  him 
away  ;  nor  should  the  term's  work  be  frequently  broken 
by  the  desire  of  the  parent  to  get  the  advantage  of  his 
child's  work  at  home.  A  large  part  of  the  benefit  of  the 
schoool  is  lost  by  the  pupil  through  frequent  interrup- 
tions, and  the  work  of  the  class  and  the  teachers  is  also 
embarrassed.  Further  the  opportunities  for  early  foun- 
dations in  knowledge  come  but  once,  and  in  these  days 
of  widely  disseminated  knowledge,  the  boy  or  girl  who 
is  robbed  of  these  opportunities  must  remain  forever  at  a 
disadvantage. 

A  better  supervision  of  schools  than  what  has  been 
possible  for  the  past  year  is  essential.  Either  a  capable 
person  with  sufficient  leisure  to  form  and  execute  sys- 
tematic plans  of  supervision  should  be  found,  or  the  town 
should  make  an  effort  to  combine  with  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  adjoining  towns  in  the  support  of  a  common  su- 
perintendent, whose  whole  time  would  be  devoted  to  the 
work. 

The  superintendent  wishes  to  call  attention  to  var- 
ious improvements  made  by  the  directors  upon  school 
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property.  New  clocks  have  been  purchased  for  most  of 
the  schools.  The  interior  of  the  school  house  at  No.  4 
has  been  painted,  and  the  outside  of  the  buildings  at 
Newfane,  Rand  Crossing,  South  Newfane,  Brookside  and 
the  Parish  have  been  painted.  Through  the  generosity 
of  one  of  her  citizens  South  Newfane  school  house  has 
been  provided  with  a  bell.  The  residents  of  South  New- 
fane have  provided  by  their  contributions  the  belfry.

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Report  of  School  Superintendent. 


The  report  of  Schools  in  the  town  of  Newfane  for 
the  year  1903,  is  presented  as  follows  : 

During  the  summer  term,  seven  schools  of  ten  weeks 
each  were  maintained,  and  six  schools  of  equal  length  in 
the  fall  and  winter.  The  one  at  Rand's  Crossing  was 
closed  for  lack  of  scholars  and  the  few  remaining  pupils 
were  conveyed  to  Newfane  village. 

Nine  different  teachers  holding  regular  certificates 
have  been  employed,  all  save  three,  having  taught  in 
Newfane  schools  before.  Two  new  teachers  were  pro- 
vided for  South  Newfane  and  one  for  Williamsville.  The 
work  accomplished  here  in  most  lines  has  been  satisfac- 
tory, and  in  some  highly  commendable. 

The  methods  of  instruction  have  generally  been  of  a 
modern  type,  as  all  the  teachers  have  supplied  themselves 
with  educational  journals  and  other  helps  recommended 
by  the  instructors  at  the  summer  schools  for  teachers  and 
in  Normal  schools. 

In  response  to  the  call  for  an  educational  exhibit  at 
the  Connecticut  Valley  Fair,  all  the  schools  in  town  sent 
specimens  of  their  work  in  different  branches.  Much 
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;> -interest  among  the  scholars  was  manifested  and  the  teach- 
ers very  willingly  and  ably  assisted  in  making  a  good  ex- 
hibit from  Newfane. 

In  nearly  all  the  schools  Nature  study  has  been  con- 
tinued to  some  extent,  and  a  new  interest  awakened  in 
drawing.  A  limited  supply  of  drawing  material  includ- 
ing water  colors  has  been  provided  at  an  expense  of 
eight  dollars  or  less. 

The  Vertical  system  of  writing  has  been  retained 
but  a  new  series  of  copy  books  adopted,  viz :  "The 
Columbian,"  furnished  by  E.  E.  Babb  &  Co.,  Boston. 
These  are  more  satisfactory  in  arrangement  as  well  as  in 
price. 

In  all  the  schools  Physiology  has  been  studied  at 
least  one  term  during  the  year,  and  a  study  of  birds  has 
occupied  a  small  portion  of  the  time,  the  bird  charts  and 
bird  books  having  been  loaned  by  the  Brattleboro  Audu- 
bon Society.  English  composition  and  declamations  have 
received  considerable  attention,  and  the  progress  in  read- 
ing and  writing  made  by  the  primary  classes  has  been 
very  marked. 

Not  many  new  books  have  been  purchased,  but  with 
the  consent  of  the  Directors,  eighteen  copies  of  "Ward's 
Complete  Primer"  were  ordered,  and  two  dozen  copies  of 
"Barnes'  Elementary  History."  A  full  supply  of  paper, 
spelling  blanks,  composition  books,  pencils,  pens,  chalk 
and  blackboard  erasers  were  provided  near  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  and  later  small  additions  have  been  made  as 
shown  in  the  orders  drawn  by  the  School  Directors. 

The  most  noticeable  improvement  on  school  buildings 
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is  that  of  the  new  bell  furnished  for  the  Newfane  school- 
house. 

In  accordance  with  the  State  law,  Memorial  Day  ex- 
ercises were  held  in  all  the  schools.  Those  in  the  north 
part  of  the  town  united  in  a  public  service  which  was 
held  at  Newfane  village,  in  Union  Hall,  the  three  teachers 
having  charge  of  their  respective  schools. 

The  number  of  scholars  enrolled  in  town  remains 
about  the  same  as  in  previous  years,  and  the  average 
daily  attendance  has  not  greatly  changed  but  the  large 
number  gathered  in  the  Williamsville  and  Newfane  schools 
has  demanded  an  assistant  for  each  teacher,  thus  creating 
a  necessity  for  a  new  recitation  room  in  each  of  these 
buildings. 

Two  or  three  cases  of  insubordination  during  the 
year  rendered  it  necessary  to  transfer  such  disorderly  pu- 
pils from  one  school  to  another,  and  a  few  cases  of 
truancy  called  for  an  interview  with  the  parents. 

A  good  degree  of  interest  on  the  part  of  school 
patrons  and  others  has  been  manifested  as  shown  by  the 
list  of  names  in  the  school  registers  and  the  evident 
progress  of  the  pupils  noticed,  is  a  source  of  congratula- 
tion to  all  those  who  have  shown  their  interest  in  this 
way,  and  to  the  townspeople  generally.

Total  number  of  scholars  shown  by  the  Registers, 
164,  boys  75,  girls  89.  According  to  the  census  for 
1904,  the  number  of  young  people  of  school  age,  but  not 
in  Newfane  schools,  is  33,  boys  23,  girls  10. 

Twelve  different  teachers  have  been  employed,  all 
holding  regular  certificates  except  two,  and  these  received 
permits  because  of  lack  of  opportunity  to  secure  certifi- 
cates before  the  opening  of  their  schools. 
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Two  teachers'  conferences  have  been  held,  one  in 
Williamsville  school-room  in  June,  with  all  the  teachers 
present,  and  one  in  Newfane  in  October,  with  all  present 
save  one.  Instead  of  the  half-day  conference  in  the  win- 
ter term,  permission  was  granted  to  the  teachers  to  visit 
Brattleboro  schools  in  a  body,  which  opportunity  was  im- 
proved and  greatly  prized. 

Memorial  exercises  were  held  in  all  the  schools,  and 
the  interest  manifested  by  parents  and  friends  was  en- 
couraging to  both  teachers  and  scholars. 

At  the  closing  of  the  Spring  term,  Schools  2  and  3 
united  in  general  closing  exercises,  holding  them  in 
Union  Hall,  at  Newfane,  and  at  this  time  our  exhibit  was 
made  of  the  written  work  of  the  scholars  in  English, 
Arithmetic,  Spelling  and  Physiology,  also  their  drawings 
of  maps,  cover  designs  and  objects. 

Oral  exercises  in  Reading  and  Spelling  gave  evidence 
of  improvement  made.  The  best  of  these  exhibits,  to- 
gether with  the  best  work  from  the  other  schools  in  town 
formed  a  part  of  the  Educational  Exhibit  at  the  Valley 
Fair,  in  September. 

The  vertical  style  of  writing  having  been  practiced 
by  all  the  pupils,  it  has  seemed  best  to  make  no  change 
in  copy-books,  but  one  or  two  individual  requests  have 
been  made  for  the  slant  or  medial  system,  and  these  have 
been  granted  from  the  old  supply  of  slant  hand-books. 

An  examination  of  the  School  Registers  shows  a 
general  good  attendance  and  few  marks  of  tardiness. 
Exceptions  to  this  have  arisen  in  individual  cases,  where 
a  good  excuse  existed  for  irregularity.

No  school  comes  up  to  the  standard  for  ideal  recita- 
tions, but  there  has  been  manifested  a  willingness  on  the 
part  of  teachers  and  scholars  to  strive  for  this  end. 

The  Ward  system  for  primary  reading  has  been- 
retained,  and  a  new  supply  of  Ward  Primers  and  Read- 
ers, sufficient  for  the  beginners,  has  been  provided  and 
passed  to  the  schools  needing  them.  As  supplementary 
reading  for  some  of  the  advanced  classes  one  and  one- 
half  dozen  Geographical  Readers  on  Asia  have  been  pro- 
cured, and  several  teachers  have  used  the  text-books  on 
Physiology  for  this  purpose,  finding  that  it  answers  the 
double  purpose  of  reducing  the  number  of  classes  and 
awakening  a  new  interest  in  the  study. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  supply  of  books,  paper, 
pencils,  pens,  ink,  paints,  crayons  and  minor  helps  which 
have  cost  $50.00  or  more,  as  shown  by  the  school  orders, 
the  Directors  have  procured  a  set  of  blackboard  maps, 
10  in  number,  which  are  to  be  passed  from  school  to 
school  as  needed.  In  consideration  of  this  purchase,  six 
large  maps  of  the  United  States  were  given  free,  and 
these  have  been  placed  in  all  the  schools  except  No.  3, 
where  the  scholars  are  so  few  (now  numbering  seven) 
that  the  possibility  of  closing  the  school  has  led  to  this 
disposition  of  them.  Each  of  the  seven  schools  are  pro- 
vided with  blackboard  maps  which  the  scholars  have  used 
to  advantage. 

It  is  noticeable  that  the  free  text-books  and  the  free 
suppty  of  school  materials  leads  to  good  work  on  the 
part  of  the  scholars,  but  with  this  drawback,  viz  :  the 
tendency  to  carelessness  in  handling  books  and  the  lavish 
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use  of  supplies  which  hinders  somewhat  the  formation  of 
habits  of  thrift  and  economy.  In  order  to  obviate  this, 
a  limited  supply  in  some  lines  has  been  granted  with  the 
understanding  that  if  extras  are  needed,  the  scholar  may 
purchase  at  cost  from  the'  town  supply.  Among  the 
requisites  for  the  coming  year  may  be  mentioned  new 
Primary  Arithmetics,  Primary  Readers,  Primary  His- 
tories of  Vermont,  Primary  Geographies,  and  renovated 
school-rooms,  especially  in  Number  2. 

The  progress  made  during  the  year  is  encouraging 
and  an  interest  has  been  manifested  by  parents  and  others, 
as  shown  by  the  visitors'  names  in  the  Registers,  which 
has  helped  to  create  enthusiasm  and  earnestness  on  the 
part  of  both  teachers  and  scholars,  thus  materially  aiding 
in  making  the  year  one  of  profit  and  advancement.
